We have endeavored to show in one 


or two articles that may or may not 


have escaped attention that what is 
known at the north as the bourbon 
democracy at the south can 
have nothing to hope for in the elec- 
tion of General Hancock.

the amendments to the constitution. Tug 
Constitution has exceptional opportuni- 
ties for becoming acquainted with the 
political thoughts and intentions of the 
people of Georgia, and if there is a bour- 
bon element amongst us which is await- 
ing an opportunity to undo the results of 
the war, it is too small to attract any at- 
tention. But—deferring somewhat to the 
bitterly eager insistance of the organs of 
northern opinion—suppose that there is 
such an element in Georgia and in 
the south: what can it hope for from the 
election of General Hancock? He has 
consecrated the best years of his life toa 
theory of government totally opposed to 
that which is supposed to be held by the 
bourbons. He fought for the unity of 
the nation, and he is pledged by his ca- 
reer and his character to uphold and de- 
fend the results of the war. That he 
could be swerved from his opinions or 
his purposes by any element in the dem- 
ocratic party or by the party itself is a 
suggestion too absurd to be seriously con- 
sidered. 

We ventured to suggest, some weeks 
ago, that General Hancock’s election 
would be of no material political advan- 
tage to the south; but the south willsup- | 
port him because his election would serve 
as the basis of a substantial reunion of the 
sections. We believe his administra- 
tion would be conspicuously clean, 
and just, and fair to all sections, 
all parties, all classes and all col- 
ors; but beyond that we would have 
no expectations. Even if there were 
among us a rampant bourbon element, 
such as is freely and familiarly described 
by our esteemed republican contempora- 
ries, and if General Hancock were dis- 
posed to make concessions to its eager- 
ness, the pressure of public sentiment at 
the north would inevitably and irresisti- 
biy tie his hands. All that the south 
could reasonably hope to exact from 
General Hancock’s administration would 
be that sympathetic justice which every 
honest man is prompted to render to a 
people strugzling to mend their fortures; 
all that the south could hope to accom- 
plish would be the partial disarming of 
that spiritof sectionalism which has been 
trained to come and go at the beck and 
call of politicians who have an interest 
in the future of the country only as it 
provides them with the emoluments of 
office. | 
This brings us to ths point we wish to 
make in the midst of the doubt that 
envelops the campaign like an unsavory 
fog. That point is this: that if the elec- 
tion of General Hancock can do the south 
no great amount of substantial good, the 
election of General Garfield can do us no 
great amount of serious harm. There is 
nothing unhealthy or unnatural in the 
optimism that suggests this species of 
consolation. It is practical to the last de- 
gree. While we have strong hopes of 
the success of the democratic party, it is 
wise to remind those whose hopes are 
stronger that a different result is possible. 
It is well to remind them also, that the 
south has not staked her present or her 
future on that result. A republican vic- 
tory now does not mean a renewal of the 
attack upon our social organism. We 
have passed through the valley of re- 
construction once for all; but if it 
should be otherwise, we can conquer the 
new reconstruction, as we conquered the 
old, by patience and endurance. The 
election of General Garfield is not likely 
to paralyze our energies, or destroy our 
industries, or t our material prosper- 
ities. We ave the same bright 
skies, the same broad fields, the same 
willing workers. Our commerce will 
flow through the old channels and seek 
new ones, our increased cotton cropr-» ill 
put money in our own pockets anu keep 
the balance of trade in faver of our own 
country, and we will goon pretty much 
as usual—taking. perhaps, a renewed in- 
terest in thé industrial progress of our 
section.. A presidential election is a very 
emall affair compared with the develop- 
ment of the resources of the south, and 
if a republican is to be elected in obedi- 
ence to the demands of the rampant 
spirit of sectionalism at the north, it is 
immaterial to us whether it be ‘Garfield, 
Grant, or the Hon. Eli Perkins.
